European  Intelligence. 

England* 

LONDON,  June  ii.  . 
PROBABILITIES  of  PEACE.  .  . 
The  prefent  moment  certainly  prefents 
very  flattering  hopes  of  a  fpeedy  reconci- 
liation between  France  and  Great  Britain. 
It  is  evident  that  Buonaparte,  contrary 
to  the  peculiarity  of  his  character,  has 
for  fome  time  11  Ted  a  tone  of  moderation 
when  rpcaVutg  of  the  Englilb,  which  indi- 
cates a  vviih  to  dole  hollilities  between 
the  two  countries.  The  language  of  the 
iMoniteur,  the  official  paper  ofthefirll 
conful,  has  lately  exhibited  a  difpofition 
of  the  molt  pacific  nature.  The  profeffi- 
ons  of  Mr.  Addington  in  favor  ot  peace 
— the  renewed  interviews  between  Lord 
Hawkefbury  and  Mr.  Otto — the  frequent 
communications  on  the  part  of  the  latter 
with  the  cabinet  of  the  Thuilleriel — the 
diftingu ilbed  and  amicable  reception  of 
Lord  St.  Helens  at  Peteffburg — the  for- 
tunate adjuilment  of  the  differences  with 
the  powers  of  the  Baltic — all  promt fe  the 
fpeedy  accompliflimt  nt  of  this  great  and 
defirable  ohjecl.  \\'hen  contemplating, 
therefore  a  reconciliation  of  differences 
between  two  great  rival  nations,  after 
nine  years  ohltinate  and  fanguinary  war 
— a  war  of  giants,  when  compared  with 
any  of  thofe  which  preceeded  it — the 
mind  of  man,  waried  by  the  exhibition  of 
fo  many  difafterous  and  bloody  fecnes, 
dwells  with  delight  on  the  confolatory  i- 
dea  of  returning  peace  and  unclouded 
days. 

But  how  much  the  illufion  of  that  idea 
is  loft  when  we  quit  this  general  view 
in  order  to  examine  the  different  obffa- 
cles  that  will  occur  in  the  negotiations 
to  fruftrate  the  laudable  intentions  of  our 
miniftry  !  It  is  at  the  very  moment  when 
France  proclaims  its  moderation,  the  on- 
ly balls  of  a  fuitable  peace,  that  its  am- 
bitious projects  are  'nore  and  more  deve- 
loped. After  having  declared  in  1792, 
that  it  wifhed  not  to  make  conquefts, 
and  that  it  only  fought  for  liberty,  we 
faw  it  ibon  afterwards  invade  all  the  coun- 
tries fituated  to  the  weft  between  its  an- 
ticnt  frontiers  and  the  Rhine,  and  to  the 
eall  and  fouth  as  far  as  the  Alps.  After 
having  fince  declared  that  it  required  no 
other  limits  but  thole  which  that  ri- 
ver and  the  mountains  had  fixed  for 
France,  we  fee  the  confular  republic 
feeking  to  enrich  itfelf  at  the  expence  of 
Switzerland,  and  demanding  of  the  latter 
a  cellion  of  the  important  country  of  Va- 
lais,  in  order  that  it  might  he  united  with 
Piedmont,  finally  defigned  to  be  incorpo- 
rated with  the  mother  republic.  Thus, 
by  eftablilliingitfelf  beyond  the  two  great 
chains  of  the  Alps,  it  will  be  enabled  to 
rule  with  defpotic  fway  over  the  reft  of 
Italy,  and  fubjeel  that  Important  country 
to  its  empire. 

If  we  may  believe  the  reports  in  circu- 
lation, Spain  is  to  p.:y  for 'the  ettablilh- 
ment  of  the  duke  of  I'arma  in  Tufcany, 
and  i  s  intended  union  with  Portue  il,  by 
ceding  the  provinces  of  Catalonia  and 
Bifcay  to  Fiance,  and  thus  give  the  lat- 
ter the  fame  influence  in  Spain  which  it 
P'llTcfies  in  Italy,  by  the  acquilitien  of 
I'iedinont.  Who  can  therefore  calculate 
on  the  immeafurable  extent  of  the  con- 
fular ambition  ?  Or  what  conqueftl  will 
fufficc  to  gratify  its  devouring  avidity  ? 

But  fufficient  attention  feems  not  to 
have  been  paid  to  the  feeds  of  eternal  wars 
the  elements  of  political  diffolulion,  which 
the  firft  conful  has  fpread  over  the  utrioL 
furface  of  the  continent.  Ti  e  imagina- 
tion is  loft  in  contemplating  the  ravages 
which  the  fvftern  of  the  indemnities  will 
produce  in  Germany ;  and  the  petty  ftates 
inflamed,  perhaps  by  Pruflla  and  Ruina 
may  be  the  means  of  a  new  conteft,  equal- 
ly fierce  and  bloody  as  the  laft.  It  is  well 
known  that  the  king  of  Pruffia  views  with 
jealoufy  and  alarm  thefc  tranfacT.ior.,  and 
that  in  ratifying  the  treaty  of  Berlin  he 
has  referved  to  himfelf  the  perfonal  influ- 
ence and  intcrne"diate  interference  in  the 
execution  of  the  partitions. 

If  wc  turn  our  attention  to  the  eaft  it 
offers  tw  us  fnnilar  refults.  The  interefts 
of  the  new  French  government,  as  well 
as  of  the  old,  are  eflent rally  linked  with 
fhe  preservation  of  the  Turkish  empire  in 
Europe.  It  is  through  the  apathy  of  that 
government  that  France  has  been  able  to 
maintain  a  preponderance  in  the,  Archi- 
Del.igo  and  the  Levant.  The  with  of  ex- 
iting againft  us  an  enemy  in  fhe  erriper- 
or  of  Ru.Ti.i,  has  induced  the  iirft  conful 


to  propofe  to  him  the  execution  of  the 
<-ld  project  of  Catharine  II.  for  the  inva- 
lion  of  European  Turkey  :  but  that  pro- 
portion always  oppofed,  or  eluded  by  tho 
ancient  French  government,  is  only  em- 
ployed by  the  prefent  as  a  Machiaveliart 
trick.  It  muft  perceive  that  the  Ruffians 
when  mailers  of  that  intcrefting  country- 
would  carry  on  a  trade  theratelvei  and 
rule  in  the  Mediterranean.  the  fe- 

cret  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Luneville, 
the  emperor  of  Germany,  it  is  faid,  is  to 
be  partner  in  the  divilion  of  European 
Turkey, to  recompence  him  for  the  faci  ifi- 
ces  he  has  already  made  to  France.  Soon- 
er or  later,  we  may  perhaps  fee  the  two 
emperors  engaged  in  a  fierce  conflict  for 
this  bone  of  contention  ;  and  while  they 
are  fighting  to  decide  who  fliall  have  the 
greater  fliare,  it  is  then  that  the  confular 
government, recovered  from  the  (hocks  of 
the  revolution,  will  leek  to  profit  by  their 
divifion  and  their  weaknefs,  to  affert  that 
afcendency  which  France  has  always  ex- 
pected in  the  Mediterranean.  Such  is 
the  firft  view  in  which  the  pacific  fyftent 
of  Buonaparte  prefents  itfelf — a  fyfteta 
organizing  perpetual  wars — a  fyftem  con- 
ceived for  revolutionizing  all  Europe— 
if  fome  exterminating  power  fhould  not 
arreft  the  hero,  or  fome  benignant  genius 
diffipate  thefe  deftructive  elements.

OBSERVATIONS 

ON  THE  LATE  EVENTS  AT 

St.  DOMINGO. 

The  tranfadtions,  which  havs  lately 
I  taken  place  in  the  iiland  cf  St.  Domingo, 
arc  of  a  naiuru  much  more  ferious  and  in- 
j  terelting  than  they  appear  to  have  been 
!  confidercd  by  thofe  papers  in  which  the 
fuhject  has  been  touched.  To  the  prin- 
ciple of  independency,  where  there  is  a 
competency  of  means  and  civilization  to 
i  enfure  order  and  policy,  there  tan  be  no 
\  p«ffible  objection  ;  it  is  the  right  of  eve- 
'  ry  nation,  however  fniall,  to  will  its  own. 
i  independence  and  the  form  of  its  govern- 
'  mem  ;  but  we  are  among  thofe  who  deny 
1  the  competency  and  queftiott  the  legality 
of  the  authorities  aHumed  by  the  extrava- 
'gant  orginization  which  has  lately  been 
fet  up  in  St.  Domingo. 

Neither  can  we  give  all  credit  that  has 
been  given  to  TouilTant  Louverture  for 
the  fuppofed  capacity  of  his  mind.  In 
the  new  fyftem  of  what  is  called  a  confti- 
tution,  we  fee  nothing  to  refpect,  nothing 
to  admire,  St  much  to  excite  abhorrence 
and  difgUft.  In  truth  it  is  but  a  parody 
on  the  prefent  unprincipled  government: 
of  France ;  defpotifm,  contrived  with: 
fo  much  ingenuity  as  to  afford  every  fa- 
cility to  the  concentration  of  power  and 
no  check  on  ufurpation  or  protection  ot 
the  rights  of  the  people. — This  is  now,  as 
it  ever  has  been,  our  opinion  of  the  con- 
flitution  formed  by  Buonaparte,  to  whoffc 
talents  we  are  ready  to  fubferibe,  and  in 
whofe  difpofition  we  fliall  be  willing  to 
truft  untill  a  peace  fliall  tell  his  choice  be- 
tween a  glorious  name  and  the  freedom 
of  his  country,  or  the  admiration  mixed 
I  with  the  execration  of  mankind. 

The  conftitution  of  St.  Domingo  is  in 
j  truth  but  a  fpuricus  mimicry  of  the  con^ 
iftitution  of  the  8th  Br*maire,  wherein 
I  every  thing  that  is  plaufibly  good  is  re. 
\  jected  and  every  thing  that  is  practically 
!  bad  is  made  worfe.  Buonaparte  avoided 
j  the  odious  form  of  an  individual  defpo- 
';ifm  by  making  the  executive  a  nominal 
triumvirate;  Touiffant  throws  ;ifule  e- 
Ven  this  facrifice  to  popular  fentiment. 
Buot  aparte  makes  his  power  durable  for 
\  ten  years,  the  black  confnl  for  life  !  Buo- 
naparte inflitutes  a  council  of  ftate  of

Through  the  whole  of  this  rtew  made 
.tnotifler,  no  man  who  regards  human 
rights  by  free  government  can  ditcover 
anything  to  admire.  It  is  a  defpotlfm  ol 
the  worfl  kind,  formed  in  the  wer'.l  man- 
ner, conceived  in  treachery  and  malkeci 
Uy  hj  ••  eriay  ;  which,  however,  the  eir- 
cundi.in.  t5  of  a  Angular  ft«ce  of  things 
may  procure  obedience  under  it,  cannot 
"be 'productive  of  foetal  fecfimy.  perma- 
nent  peace,  external  or  internal  confi- 
dence. It  may  indeed  concentrate  the 
force,  ignorance,  and  fuperftition,  in  the 
great  body  of  the  unfortunate  and  injur- 
ed defcendarrts  of  Africa,  and  capacitate 
thenr  for  tr.ifcheif— and 1  it  may  fpread 
one  J  iy  the  ftonrf  of  retaliating deftructi- 
on  upon  the  heads  of  the  whites,  who 
'  may  be  as  the  mulattoes  already  have 
been  in  that  ifland, 'extirpated  ;  and  i'. 
wt  could  calculate  upon  the  duration  of 
Foch'  power,  -vec  :o  the  countries  in  its 
neighborhood. 

Confulering  it  in  another  view — ! he- 
all,  gin  nc-  w hie luhis  fel  f  appointed  d«. f,  o: 
p.  '•/;  ..  toward?  France.  No  man  can 
red  it,  but  .v ill  perceive  this  conltiluti- 
on  to  have  been  formed  by  fome  enemy 
to  uh*  French  re-volution.  It  is  a  bitter 
and  malignant  Qitire  0:1  free  government, 
and  on  the  French  nation.  The  idea  of 
a  tributary  Mogul  or  Rajah,  or  even  of  a 
king  of  Portugal  or  Stadtholder  we  can 
readily  conceive,  becaufe  the  examples 
are  familiar  to  our  daily  knowledge,  but 
that  of  an  heriditary  fellow  citizen,  or 
of  an  hereditary  cheif,  owing  allegiance 
to  a  cheif  not  hereditary,  or  to  a  nation 
where  popularVight.  is  at  leaf!  profoundly 
maintained,  is  an  abfurdity  fo  mbnftrous 
that  we  are  really  aftoniflied  to  find  any 
epithet,  but  that  of  abhorrence,bellowed 
vipon  the  tranfaction. 

But  it  will  be  faid,  either  that  the 
hlaoks  are  too  ignorant,  or-  that  a  defpot- 
ifm  was  neceffary  for  their  fituation.. — 
Such  are  the  exrufes  already  made  for 
innovation  on  the  rights  of  the  people, 
fuch  are  the  arguments  of  all  ufurpers. 
And  it  would  be  vain  to  fliew  the  abfur- 
dity by  thi  example  of  Paraguay,  or  by 
the'  notorio  s  fact  that  defpotifin  never 
favors  virtue)  nor  promotes  the  emanci- 
pation of  the  mind  from  ignorance. — 
Touiffant  may  have  all  the  cunning  which 
fupplies  frequently  the  want  of  more  ge- 
nerous talents,  but  it  is  clear  that  he  has 
been  the  tool  of  others,  and  t 
.  even  of  his  o*n  cupidity.  1  hat  he  may 
feel  a  juftifiable  dehre  for  the  eniancip  i- 
tion  cf  his  race  is  allowed,  it  is  believed 
to  he  not  only  a  paffion  with  him,  bu' 
to  be  a  powerful  agjnt  of  his  ambition. 
But  we  will  not  fay  all  that  fuggefts  it- 
felf  to  us  upon  this  to:  ;c — La  the  fouth-« 
ern  ftites  it  is  an  occurrence  that  de- 
mands their  particular  and  conftant  re- 
flection. It  ought  to  fugged  to  the  uni- 
on the  neceflity  of  providing  every  pof- 
fihle  meat. 9  of  fecuritv — they  ought  to 
Confider  whether  it  would  not  be  advifa- 
ble  to  call  upon  congrefs  to  open  by  every 
means  the  ch-.nnels  of  population,  to  hold 
out  invitat'ioH  to  emigrants  from  the  na- 
tibns  -if  Europe,  and  to  render  the  in- 
ducenietit  greater  to  actual  fettlers  in  the 
Ha?"',  fouth  of  the  Pctontac — the  inch  vi- 
rtual ftstes  fhould  make  the  period  of  lo- 
cal naturalization  to  actual  fettlers  pro- 
portionably  fliort,  as  they  fliould  fettle 
further  fouth,  as  f  ir  example,  in  Virgi- 
nia the  fettler  ndght  be  vefted  with  all 
the  righto  of  a  citizen,  as  it  regards  the 
ftate,  in  three  years,  in  North  Carolina 
two  vea'rs,  in  South  Carolina  iS  months, 
and  Georgia  one  year  ;  and  fo  on  cor- 
refponding  to  the  latitude  of  places  in 
the  weffern  (tales. 

The  fouthcrn  ftates  cannot  turn  their 
attention  too  early  or  earneftly  to  their 
internal  fituation — and  congrefs  cannot 
a  S  witli  too  much  care — for  the  whole  of 
the  union,  even  thole  who  may  not  be  fo 
immediately  concerned,  are  as  ferioufiy 
though  collaterally  involved  in  the  ef- 
fiei  ■  i  a  mrehended.  It  is  a  fubject  of  the 
moft  delicate  nature — and  more  can  and 
fliould  be  thought  and  done  upon  it  than 
ought  to  be  publiflied- 

The  federal  conftitution,  requiring 
that  the  naturalization  laws  fliould  be  u- 
niform,  would  anpear  to  interfere  with 
what  we  have  (yggefted  concerning  a 
graduated  fcale  in  the  lbuthern  (tates* 
We  think  it  proper  to  repeafCViiat  we 
mean  fuch  a  gradation  to  be  confined  taJl ' 
the  local  or.ftaje  rights ;  for  ex  am  pi*

the  choice  of  ftate  '.n.igitrates  and  legit 
lators,  and  not  the  votes  for  members  of 
the  federal  government  tho'  we  make  no 
doubt  that  1  he  people  are  now  convinced 
rbat  the  naturalization  law,  now  in  ex- 
illarree, and  which  was  created  for  party 
purpofec,  ought  to  be  repealed,  and  a 
more  liberal  law  inftituted.

ARMED  NFUi \l.\Ll  TY 
There  are  many  weak  enough  to  believe, 
on  the  authority  of  a  few  paragraphs •  in 
the  Englifh  newfnapcrs,  which  arc  copi- 
ed with  as  much  folici'ludc  as  if  they  were 
really  entitled  to  credit,  that  t!ie  armed 
neutrality  in  the  north  of  Europe  is  no 
longer  to  be  confidered  as  having  a  poli- 
tical e.\i;li_,;ce.  The)  view  a  fclimn  de- 
lenlive  covenant  among  fome  of  the  okl- 
eft  and  molt  resectable  nations  as  a  me:.- 
fure  to  be  revoked  with  as  much  facility 
as  a  lav  verwouldfet  allele  a  writ  in  a  court 
ifj"tl:ce.  They  forget  what  happened 
in  the  American  war,  when  this  compact 
was  firft  invented  by  Dr.  Franklin.  At 
that  lime  the  Britifli  government  was 
compc!!eJ,on  the  2i!t  of  April,  17S 1,  to 
imie  orders  and  inftruCtions  "charging 
and  enjoining  tiie  commanders  of  all  lliips 
of  war  and  the  commanders  of  all  veifels 
having  letters  of  marque  and  reprlfal,  not 
any  ihips  or  veflela  in 
purpofe  of  making 
prizes  of  them."  Thefe  orders  were  one 
confequence  of  the  armed  neutrality  at 
that  period.  But  the  Ruffians,  Danes, 
and  Swedes,  under  the  aufpices  of  Catha- 
rine, fupnortedby  the  king  of  Prufiia,  had 
Hill  farther  advantages  fecured  to  them  ; 
and  the  fea  was  free  from  all  vexatious 
interruptions  during  the  war,  till  the 
peace  of  1 7 03  put  a  period  to  its  deviati- 
ons ;  by  the  final  triumph  of  the  allied 
powers,  and  the  complete  e'tablifiiment 
of  our  national  independence. 

It  mult  be  obvious  that  the  Britifli  at 
this  moment,  (truggling  as  thev  are  with 
innumerable  difficulties,  mult  affume  the 
belt  countenance  their  affairs  will  admit. 
On  the  other  fide,  it  is  fcarcely  conceiv- 
able that  a  project  fo  ufeful  to  neutral 
commerce  will  be  refcinded  at  the  mouth 
of  the  firft  gun  that  has  been  fired  at 
Copenhagen.  Such  changes  do  not  fo 
e  a  lily  happen.  It  is  more  likely  that  the 
N01  thern  Powers  wanted  time  and  oppor- 
tunity to  prepare  and  difplay  their 
Strength.  The  Britifli  were  fudden  up- 
on them.  A  little  policy  might  prevent 
injury.  A  few  general  exprefiions  on 
the  part  of  Alexander  would  not  fignify 
much  ;  and  as  the  Britifli  mean  foon  to 
leave  the  rJaltic  it  feems  as  if  a  great  ob 
je6t  of  the  confederacy  was  already 
fecured. 

As  to  this  treaty  of  defence  being  neu- 
tralised by  future  modifications,  fuch  an 
il  Gi is  hardly  adiniffible.  Itiscon- 
eived  that  the  death  of  the  emperor 
I'aul  and  the  releafe  of  the  EngHlh  vef 
fcls  lead  to  this  confequence.  But  the 
ietention  of  the  Britifli  in  Ruffta  was  on 
a  very  different  account.  The  Swedes 
and  Danes  were  never  refponuble  for 
that  a£t  ;  that  was  Paul's  affair,  folely 
and  exclufisely,  even  according  to  the 
Britifli  papers.  Alexander  does  not  ap- 
year  to  have  promifed  to  acqniefce  in  any 
other  than  an  honorable  fettlement. 
His  navy  is  growing  fait.  It  would  be 
degrading  with  his  government,  in  the 
eves  even  of  the  federal  freiiids  of  En- 
gland and  a  limited  trade,  if  he  was 
meanly  to  fubmit  without  a  Angle  effort. 

There  are  fome  fogompleatly  Englifli, 
that  they  feem  to  forget  they  are  citizens 
of  an  independent  country,  that  has 
rights  and  interefts  of  its  own.  Thev 
forget  that  prefident  Wafhington's  proc- 
lamation contended  for  the  modern  law, 
though  it  was  fuificiently  accommodating 
in  every  other  particular.  It  is  true, 
0:1  r  ambaffador  at  Berlin,  we  hear,  was 
three  months  perfuading  the  Pruffians  to 
infert  the  ancient  law,  and  to  yield  the 
right  of  fearcii.  in  our  late  Pruffia'n  trea- 
ty. Mr.  Adams's  freincis  may  one  day 
be  called  upon  to  explain  this  circumftan- 
ltance.  In  the  firft  treat,  with  Prufiia 
the  provifions  were  very  different.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  modern  law  will  be 
maintained,  and  that  the  papers  refpeCt- 
ing  the  negotiation  at  the  court  of  Berlin 
will  be  laid  before  the  public.

TRIAL  of  F  A  IRB  A  N  K  S. 
The  grand  jury  Confiftingof  twenty  ve- 
ry refpectable  men,byan  unanimous  voice 
returned  a  bill  of  indictment  againft 
Jason  Y<tirbj*\ks.  of  Dedham,  for  the  wil- 
full  murder  of  Elizabeth  Fales 

The  indictment  charged  the  prifoner 
that  he,  on.  the  iSth  day  of  Mav,  1801, 
twiIf-.-.lly,  malicioufly, and  of  his  malice  a- 
jfjajrtth ought,  with  a  knife,  made  an  affault 
on  (he  deceafed,  andmunkred  her. 

Oh  tli"".  indictment  he  was  arraigned 
OnAVe  lnefday,  and  by  his  own  content 
^ph-.irfday  was  afhgncd  for  his  trial.  On 
Tlmi  fday  morning,  at  eight  o'clock,  he 
was  brought  int  o  court, and  being  inform- 
ed of  his  right  to  challenge,  he  challenged 
a  number  of  the  Jury,  and  then  his  trial 
proceeded.  He  was  aflifted  by  Mr.  Otis 
and  Mr.  Lowel,  as  hiscounfel,  appointed 
by  the  court  at  his  requelt. 


The  attorney  general  opened  the  trial  l|  fitter  fwore  that  fhe  carried  none  with 
by  Hating  the  facts  generally,  v.  l.'.ch  he  i,  her.    Her  fliawl  and  fhoei  were  off,  and 


xpeded  would  appear  in  evjdejice,  lie- 
explained  the  nature  of  pofitive  and  pre- 
funiptive  evidence, and  informed  the  court 
and  jury  that  .the  trial  would  contain 
much  of  the  latter — thai  he  fliould  not 
make  fife  of  any  confelTions.  macie  ly  the 
the  prifoner  after  the  minder  was  com- 
mitted. 

The  government  counfel  ert.ufftfied  be- 
tween thirty  and  forty  witnefiN.  By 

he  teflimony  of  ihefe  a  great  variety  of 
circumitances  were  proved,  from  wfience 
the  following  faCis  «e  ere  made  to  appear  : 
That  the  prifoner  is  about  twenty-one 
vears  of  age,  the  deceafed  was  eighteen!" 

that  he  was  much  of  an  invalid,  debilita- 
ted in  his  right  arm,  and  had  lived  an  i- 
dle  life.    That  he  had  a  kind  offondneCi 

for  the  deceafed,  and  that  ihe  paid    I 

more  attention  to  him  than  to  any  othet1 
3  oung  man  ;  but  he  was  not  alfewed  10 
.  -lit  her  father's  houfe,  which  was  more 
than  one  mile  from  that  of  his  own  father. 
They  had  been  in  th;  habit  of  mei**g 
frecnieittly  in  company  with  others-,  wallc- 
ihg  together  and  llparating  thcmfele  c?  in 
the  walks  from  oiher  people.  The  pn- 
foner  hadufed  revengeful  threatenings  a- 
gainft  her  family,  probably  becaufe  he 
was  not  allowed  to  viiit  her..  On  Saturday 
the  161I1  of  May,  he  told  two  of  his  friends 
that  he  fliould  meet  her  in  the  pafture  on, 
Monday,  and  endeavor  to  induce  her  to 
go  off  with  him,  and  marry  him,  and  that 
if  fhe  refufed  to  do  fo  he  would  attempt 


a  paper,  purporting  to  be  a  certificate  of 
his  having  been  duly  publifhed  to  her, 
torn  in  pieces  and  bloody,  was  found 
near  her.  It  appeared  in  evidence,  that 
I  this  paper  was  made  by  a  young  woman, 
a  n<  -f  his,  the  day  before,  very  inno- 
cently en  her  part ;  nor  did  it  appear 
thai  he  had  ' any  intentions  to  ufe  it  in 
this  Wav,  when  he  requeued  to  have  it 
made,  and  her  name  was  (Alt  in  volunta- 
rily by  the  young  wOlnr.n  ;  but  after  he 
took  it  in  his  banc!  lie  laid,  "•  Ab  Betsey 
Fa.'es,  that  w//7ri5." 

Th'e  points  made  by  the  Attorney  Ge- 
neral on  this  evidence  were  :  that  fhe 
was  killed  with  thai  knife  ;  that  the  pri- 
fo*i-.-r  was  prefe'i  t  when  Ihe  wa<-  killed; 
that  no  other  perfon  was  prefent  with 
ll^em  ;  that  he  muft  have  killed  her,  un- 
lets Ihe  had  dellr  oyed  her  own  life. 

His  Cpunffcl  defended  him  on  the  fup- 
pofition,  that  lie  and  fhe  were  fond  of 
each  other  ;  that  thev  were  both  afflicted 
with  adverfe  circ umilances,  and  agreed 
feverally  to  kill  thenifelves  ;  that  he  lent 
her  the  knife  for  the  purpofe,  but  that 
when  Ihe  bad  effectually  ufed  it,  he  was 
not  fo  fuccefsfui  as  fhe  was. 

To  maintain  this  pofition,  they  attemp- 
ted to  enquire  of  witnefles,  whether  he 
t'.id  not  tell  this  lale  to  her  mother,  when 
he  came  to  her,  covered  with  blood. 

The  Attorney  general  objected  to  evi- 
dence of  his  declarations  in  his  own  fa- 
vor, becaufe  as  he  had  not  ufed  them  a- 


her  chaltity.  She  was  healthy  and  cheer-  U  gainft  him  they  ought  not  to  be  ufed 
ful — walked  to  meeting,  nearly  two  miles  !  for  him,  relying  that  declarations  made 


on  the  17th  ;  being  in  ihe  practice  of  fing 
ing  at  public  worfhip,  fhejoined  the  choir- 
fters  and  fung  freely.  On  Monday  mor- 
ning fhe  began  with  the  family  bu.-inefs, 
and  with  her  mother,  filter,  Sec. went  thro' 
the  ufual  bufinefs  of  wafhing,  in  the  fore- 
noon. Being  engaged  to  go  out  on  a  vifit 
with  her  filler  and  others  in  the  afternoon 
ilie  dined  early,  on  milk,  which  (lie  fre- 
quently ufed  for  her  dinner.  She  had 
been  remarkably  gay  all  the  morning. 
She  wentat  halfpait  twelve  to  MrsGuild's 
who  lived  about  eighty  rods  fouthwelter- 
ly  from  her  father's.  Her  bufinefs  there 
was  to  receive  a  book  fhe  had  lent,  but 
the  family  having  not  done  veiih  it,  fhe 
did  not  bring  it  awav.  She  tarried  there 
until  nearly  two  o'clock,  gay  and  cheer- 
ful ;  when  (he  came  out  flic  flopped  at 
the  door  ten  minutes  or  more,  fporting 
with  a  child  of  three  or  four  years  old. 
No  notice  was  taken  which  wav  fhe  wal- 
ked, but  (lie  left  the  houfe  finging  as  fhe 
went.  A  few  minutes  paft  three  o'clock 
fhe  was  found  in  a  lot  called  Mafon's  naf- 
ture,  by  her  father  and  kinfnan.  eighty 
rods  from  her  father's  houfe  and  1  it 
the  fame  diftance  from  Mrs.  Guild's". 
The  lines  from  her  fathers  to  Guild's,  lo 
the  place  where  flie  was  found,  and  f>om 
thence  to  her  fathers,  form  a  triangle  of 
nearly  equal  fides. 

When  her  father  came  to  her,  fhe  was 
alive.  Her  throat  was  cut  into  the  wind- 
pipe, and  nearly  to  the  back  part  of  it  , 
(he  had  a  wound,  made  with  a  final!  knife 
by  a  ftab,  in  her  back  between  her  (boul- 
der blades,  befide  the  back  bone  and  not 
far  below  the  neck  ;  one  ftab  in  her  flde, 
fix  deep  wounds  in  her  left  arm,  fome  of 
which  fevered  the  tendons,  two  flight 
wounds  in  her  right  arm,  and  one  deep 
one  in  her  left  thumb,  which  fevered  the 
hall  from  the  hone.  When  her  father 
came  to  her  fhe  laid  with  her  face  on  a 
tone, breathed  through  the  wound  in  her 
throat  and  expired  within  a  few  minutes. 

To  fix  the  murder  «n  the  defendant  it 
was  proved  that  he  had  informed  two 
perfons  of  his  exnefting  to  meet  her 
there  for  the  purpofes  above  mentioned, 
and  that  he  had  a.bont  two  o'clock  pro- 
ceeded to  that  place  ;  that  two  young 
women  heard  her  fcreams  or  diitre  fs  f  >r 
ten  or  fifteen  minutes,  about  J  o'clock; 
and  knew  her  voice  and  mentioned  to 
each  other  that  fhe  was  in  diftivfs  :  the 
wind  blew  f'efli  from  where  fhe  was  to 
them,  the  diftance  being  about  Seventy 
rods. 

Her  mother  became  anx-ous  for  her 
return,  looked  out  a  few  minutes  after 
three,  and  the  m-ifoner  wet  with  blond, 
holding  a  bloodv  knife  in  bis  hand,  was 
feen  by  her  coming  to  the  door.  The  a- 
larm  being  given,  bar  father  went  to  the 
place  where  the  body  was,  on  the  nrif  m- 
er's  faying  where  fhe  laid  and  that  fhe 
was  dead.  He  had  a  wound  in  his  throat 
which  did  not  injure  his  wind-pipe,  Seve- 
ral in  his  bodv,  and  one  in  his  thigh  made 
with  tiie  knife,  but  none  of  them  deep, 
xcept  one  in  his  belly  :  he  has  recover- 
ed of  thefe  fome  time  ago. 

The  knife  he  had  in  his  hand  he  bor- 
rowed that  morning,  as  he  faid  to  mend 
a  pen  :  it  was  final!',  and  rather  dull.  By 
the  fide  of  her  body  his  great  coat,  which 
three  witneff.-s  fwore  he  went  oat  with 
after  one  o'clock,  and  his  pocket  book 
were  found.  No  knife  or  inftrumcnt  was 
found  near  her  body,  and  her  mother  and 


by  criminals  in  their  own  favor  were  ne- 
ver ufed  for,  uniefs  they  were'' againft 
them.  The  court  did  not  allow  his  dec- 
larations to  be  ufed.  Had  they  been  u- 
fed  her  mother  would  no  doubt,  have 
fworn,  that  he  told  her  Bet  fey  was  dead 
in  the  patture,  that  ftie  had  killed  herfelf 
with  that  knife,  and  that  he  had  tried  to 
kill  himfelf — but  advifed  her  father  not 
to  go,  becaufe  he  could  not  relieve  her, 
for  (lie  was  in  fact  dead  ;  that  when  her 
kinfinan  went  towards  the  place  he  call- 
ed to  him  to  bring  his  pocket  bo;-k,  which 
he  had  left  by  the  deceafed  ;  but  this  was 
not  in  'evidence  on  that  trial,  but  had 
been  before  the  grand  jury. 

The  counfel  for  the  defendant  introdu- 
ced witneffes,  principally  to  c-flablifh  tHe 
fact  of  a  fondnei's  between  them  ;  and  for 
full  fix  hours  defended  him  in  a  ltrain  of 
eloquence  which  is  not  frequently  equal- 
led in  any  country. 

The  Attorney-General  in  clofing  th« 
trial,  infilled  that  the  evidence  proved 
his  intention  to  violate  her  chaftity,  at 
that  time  and  place,  by  force,  unlcfs  fhe 
would  agree  to  gooff  with  him  to  be  mar- 
ried on  that  falfe  certificate  ;  that  flie 
in  refentment  had  torn  that  paper,  and 
that  he  attempted  to  poflefs  her,  but, 
finding  his  ftrength  not  equal  to  the 
attempt,  drew  his  knife  and  cut  her 
arms,  while  they  were  held  in  de- 
fence of  her  throat  ;  that  the  wound 
given  in  h;r  back  directly  in,  could 
not  have  been  made  by  her  own  hand  ; 
that  if  (lie  cut  her  throat  firft,  fhe  could 
not  give  the  other  wounds,  nor  could 
(lie  give  that,  if  the  others  were  firft 
made.  That  as  the  prifoner  by  his  own 
pofition  muft  have  lent  the  knife,  and 
have  feen  her  lacerate  and  wound  her- 
felf, no  prefutnpiions  remained  in  his  fa- 
vor. That  even,  on  his  own  pofition, 
he  had  a  heart  void  of  focial  duty,  and 
fatally  bent  on  mifcheif — the  genuine 
malice  aforethought. 

The  judges  were  accurate  and  minute 
in  fumming  up  the  evidence  to  the  jury. 

The  Jury  went  out  on  Fiiday  evening 
after  ten  o'clock.  And  returned  their 
verdict  next  morning,  that  the  prifoner 

was  ctfrriTYtj 

T*he  Court  on  Saturday  parted  Sev- 
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the  Chief  Tuffice  addreffed  him  in 
terms  fpreading  the  heinoufnefs  of  his 
crime  before  him,  and  e»h  rtin;  him 
to  repentance  ; — but  he  remained  as  he 
always  has  done,  obflinattlv  infenfible — 
the  onlv  perfon  in  the  whole  affemblv 
who  was  not  affected  at  the  folemnity  of 
the  r.-ene. 

The  judgment  of  the  Court  and  tbe 
fr>al  verdict  of  the  Jury,  have  received 
univerfal  approbation.

Wliat  i.s  it  '  To  reftore  a  dozen  of  the 
principal  planters  to  their  eftates.  Tou- 
iflant dcfired  they  might  be  lent  to  his 
care.  They  were  fo.  He  clapped  them 
in  prifon. 

Some  days  afterwards,  he  had  them 
b'r6ught  into  a  church,  before  a  largo  body 
of  his  fellow  blacks  ;  and  he  mounted  the 
pulpit  to  preach  a  lermon  ;  for  his  praw- 
efa  i:i  arms  is  but  a  fmall  part  of  his  dil- 
tinciion.  Here  he  enforced  the  virtue 
of  forgivenei's  to  the  repentant  faying; 
44  We  were  for  a  while  Spaniards,  (the 
blacks  fled  to  the  Spanifli  protection,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  troubles,)  but  we 
were  milled.  We  were  bora  French- 
men, and  now  we  are- .Frenchmen  again. 
Thefe  twelve  men  have  alfo  been  milled. 
They  were  born  Frenchmen.  For  a  time 
they  have  been  Britilh  ;  but  now  they  re- 
turned and  are  Frenchmen  again.  l  et  us 
embrace."  Here  Touiffjnc  embraced 
them,  and  reconciled  his  followers — He 
reftored  them  to  their  eltates,  and  gave 
them  negroes  as  fervants. 

It  would  be  the  difpolition  of  a  little 
mind,  in  TouilTant's  fituation,  to  hate  and 
profecute  the  whites  ;  but  he  knows  well 
that  the  illand  cannot  flourifh  without 
them  ;  that  they  are  heceflary  to  culti- 
vation and  good  government,  to  the  com- 
merce and  profperity  ofthe  pLc  '.  There 
fore  his  chief  aim  is  to  rtttoite  ih;  plant- 
ers, and  revive  the  trader"  lie  fears  that 
France  will  one  day  endavor  to  punilh 
him  as  a  rebel  ;  but  this  France  will  ne- 
ver be  able  to  accompltih.  Hedouville  the 
French  commiffary  is  a  fool  &  perfon  of 
no  influence  :  Touiflatfjt  difremrefsl  him  : 
but<all  TouilTant's  acts  are  in  tlje  name  of 
the  French  republic,  for  which  alone  he 
pretends  to  act  ;  his  utmoft  v/fii  i;  that 
the  Directory  would  name  him  their  ge- 
neral. Touiflant  is  anxious!  to  find  a 
market  for  the  produce  of  the  Jfland  ;  an  1 
thefe  is  an  underitanding,  as  if  a  treat) 
had  been  concluded.

A  dirpatch  of  which  the  follawiiig  is  a 
copy  has  been  this  day  received  at  the 
office  of  the  right  hon.  lord  Hobert  one 
of  his  majeity's  principal  fecretaries  o: 
ftate,  from  lie'ut.  general  the  hon.  fir  Jonn 
Hely  Hutchinfon,  K.  B.  commanding  his 
majefly's  forces  in  Egvpt. 

Head  Quarters  camp  near  Alt  urn, 
June  1. 

My  Lord, 

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  lord- 
fhip  that  the  French  had  abandoned  the 
polition  of  El  A(t,on  the  7th  May,  which 
we  occupied  the  fame  evening,  and  on 
the  9th,  we  were  advance  !  to  Hhamame, 
where  the  French  were  polled  with  up- 
wards of  three  thoufai»J  infantry  and 
eight  thoufand  cavalry.  We  at  lint  ima- 
gined that  thev  might  have  endeavored  to 
have  maintained  that  pofuion,  but  our 
corps  on  the  tartern  Ivink  of  the  Nile  having 
got  WHO  their  rear,  took  the  fort  of  Rha- 
ma  lie  in  reverfe,  which  probably  induc- 
ed the  enemv  to  retire;  in  the  night  be- 
tween the  9th  and  io'  h  leaving  a  garri- 
fon  in  the  fort,  which  fi  irrendered  in  the 
morning,  amounting  to  mo  men,  com- 
manded1 by  a  chef  ile  brigade;  wo  alio 
took  the  famed  iv  aboil  fifty  cavlry  and 
three  officers  coming  From  Alexandria. 
As  the  enemv  retired  towards  Cairo,  it 
became  neceflarv  to  folljow  them, in  order 
to  cover  the  armv  of  tine  Grand  Vizier, 
and  to  fecure  a  juivJli-ni  with  the  exped- 
ed  reinforcements  frottji  India. 

Nothing  happened  o,f  any  important 
until  the  14th,  when  we  fell  in  with  a 
valuable  convoy  of  gt'.-rms  011  the  Mile. 
Thev  had  come'  frorti  Cairo  down  to  the 
canal  of  Menouff,  wfriich  joins  the  D.imi 
etta  and  Rofetta  branches  of  the  river. 
From  thisutrcamtLmce  they  knew  nothing 
of  th;  retreat  of  g<  n.  La  Grange,  from 
Rhamanie.  About  c  :ic  htindre  1  and  fifty 
prifoners  fell  into  our  hands  and  fever.,! 
heavy  guns, fome  of  t'  hem  intended  for  the 
defence  of  Alexandi;  ia.  The  convoy  it- 
Iclf  was  very  vahnl-  de  and  is  a  great  lofs 
to  the  enemy".  We  found,  on  board  all 
kinds  of  cloathing,  I  vine,  fpirits,  &c.  and 
1bo-it  five  t'r.oufand  i  lounds  in  money. 

On  the  ^th.whei!  encamped  at  AUam, 


we  were  informed  by  the  Ar*bs  that  a 

coniiderable  body  of  French  commg'fl  ot».i 
Alexandria,  were  advancing  towards  the 
"Nile,  near  the  fpot  where  the  boats  of 
the  captain  l'acha  were.  The  cavalry 
were  immediately  ordered  out,  with  two 
pieces  of  cannon  under  the  command  of 
brigadier  general  Doyle,  fupported  by  his 
brigade  of  infantry,  colonel  Cavalier, 
who  commanded  the  French  convoy,  as 
loon  as  he  perceived  the  boats  of  the  cap- 
tain Pacha,  fufpected  that  our  army  mult 
be  near,  and  therefore  retired  into  the 
defart,  where  we  followed  him.  The 
cavalry  came  up  with  him,  after  a  march 
of  about  three  hours.  A  flag  of  truce 
was  lent  into  them  by  major  Wiifon  of 
the  Homfpeach,  requiring  them  to  Cur  ren- 
der^ on  condition  that  their  private  pro 
perty  lliould  be  rel'pecled,  and  that  they 
Ihould  be  fent  to  France  By  the  firft  con- 
venient opportunity.  With  thefe  terms 
they  complied,  and  laid  down  their  arms. 
They  amounted  in  all,  to  about  600  men, 
cavalry  and  artillery,  together  with  a 
confi.lerable  portion  of  the  dromedary 
corps  one  four  pounder,  and  550  camels. 
The  piifoncrs  are  all  Frenchmen,  and  of 
the  belt  troops  they  have  in  Egypt. 

On  the  17th  of  May,  the  enemy  reti- 
red from  the  fort  of  Lkbet,  on  the  Damiet- 
ta  Branch,  and  formed  a  junction  with  a- 
bout  two  hundred  men  which  they  had  at 
Buries  ,  this  fort  they  alfo  evacuated  and 
embarked  in  five  fmall  veffels,  four  of 
which  have  been  taken  and  carried  into 
Aboukir  bay  ;  the  fifth  endeavored  to  ef 
cape  towards  Cypius,  but  a  Turkifh  fri- 
gate was  left  in  chafe  of  her,  fo  that  it  is 
hiore  than  probable  ihe  has  fliared  the 
fame  fate.  The  garrifons  of  the  two 
forts  coutifted  of  about  feven  hundred 
men  ;  fo  that  in  all  we  have  taken, 
from  the  9th  till  the  20th,  near  fifteen 
hundred  men,  which,  makes  a>confidera- 
ple  diminution  of  the  enemy's  force  in 
this  country.  ^-ym^^ 

The  French  made  a  mod  extraordinary 
rapi;l  march  from   Khamanie  tcv, 
where  they  arrived  on   the  13! 
croffed  the  river  Boulac. 

On  the  teth  they  marched  to  attack 
the  Grand  Vizier's  army.  His  bighnefs 
anticipated  their  intention,  and  made  a 
forward  movement  with  a  coniiderable 
i.o  ly  of  cavalry  on  the  night  between  the 
i^thand  16th.  The  armies  remained 
for  fome  hours  in  the  preience  of  e.;o',. 
other,  when  the  Ottoman  troops  atUckou 
at  about  8  o  clock  in  the  morning,  and  af- 
ter an  action  of  7  hours  the  French  reti- 
red, having  (.oft  between  3  and  430  men 
Killed  and  woundtd.  '1  ney  were  neatly 
the  fame  people  who  had  retreated  from 
Rhamanie,  Sc  were  about  4  or  4500  men. 

I  congratulate  your  Lord  (hip  upon  the 
event  of  this  very  important  action  ;  1 
have  alio  much  pleafure  rri  informing  you, 
that  the  Mamelukes,  under  the  orders  of 
Ofman  Bey  (fucceiTor  of  Milf ad  Bey)  to 
the  amount  of  about  1500  cavalry,  i n  terr- 
or certainly  to  none  in  the  world.  I  am 
fangtiine  enough  to  hope  that  the  innHfej 
rious  good  effret,  will  a  rife  from  this  junc- 
tion, as  they  have  a  moll  intimate  know- 
ledge of  the  country,  and  the  greateft  in- 
fluence among  the  inhabitants. 

I  enclofe  you  the  capitulation  of  the 
fort  of  Rhamanie,  and  alfo  a  return  of 
the  killed  and  wounded  on  the  9th  May, 
which  I  rejoice  has  been  fo  very  inconli- 
derable.

We  hive  already  announced  the  arrival 
of  admiral  Gantheaume  at  Derna,  a  city 
of  Africa,  in  the  kingdom  of  Barca.  We 
are  informed,  by  more  detailed  accounts 
that  the  number  of  troops  '.hat  landed 
amounts  to  oooo  men,  and  that  they  had 
only  a  march  of  five  days  to  Egypt;— 
Rear  Admiral  Gantheaume,  after  h  iving 
paired  the  Streights  of  Maffina,  failed  to- 
wards the  northern  coaft  ofthe  ille  of  Can- 
dia,  from  whence  he  directed  his  courfe  to- 
wards the  fotuh,  &  arrived  at  the  above 
mentioned  place, without  having  been  met 
by  either  admiral  Warren  or  Bickerton, 
whom  Lord  Keith  had  fent  to  look  after 
the  French  fquidron.  This  account  was 
fent  from  Leghorn,  by  a  courier  to  Gen. 
>Ioncey,  at  Crom  >na.  The  unanimity  & 
:oncer{  which  appeared  in  the  difpoft- 
'ious  of  the  feveral  captains,  and  other 
•drcumflances,  give  great  probability  to 
this  account — >f  which,  however,  we  (till 
.vait  for  confirmation.

It  proceeded 
from  a  fecond  engagement  between  th.e 
Fnglith,  and  French  and  Spaniards.  |  jjPA 
learnt  that  during  the  action  two  Spanifli 
(hips*  of  1 12  guns  each,  blew  up.  After 
which  the  Englilh  engaged  and  purfued 
the  remaing  part  of  the  fleet,  which  put 
into  Cadiz.  On  the  15th  g  oing  up  the 
Gut  we  obfervtd  in  every  direction  the 
floating  remains  of  the  wrecks  &c."

Extract  of  another  letter  from  an  officer 
on  board  the  Philadelphia,  dated  July 
20,  1801. 

44  On  the  13th  another  action  took 
place,  between  tl-  French,  Spaniards  8c 
Englilh.  The  Spaniards,  when  they  dif- 
covered the  Englifh,  got  into  confufion, 
and  two  3  deckers  got  foul  of  each  other 
— they  cried  out  enemy  !  and  began  fir- 
ing at  one  another.  In  (hort  they  took 
fire  and  both  blew  up.  There  were  but 
96  men  laved  from  both  (hips  out  of  3000; 
the  rell  of  the  Spaniards  run  and  left  the 

French  ihips  (3)to  fight  5  Englifh.  The 
headmolt  of  the  Englifh  brought  too'  the 
Iterninoft  of  the  [Jrench.  An  Englilh 
74  was  foon  difmailtd.  By  that  time 
two  more  of  the  Englilh  came  up — the 
Frenchman  (truck — the  other  two  got  in- 
to Cadiz.  At  one  time  the  French  ad- 
miral had  4  Englifh  74's  upon  him  and 
beat  them  off!" 

44  There  are  a  number  of  Americans 
here.  One  of  them  challenged  the  Tri 
politan  A4mjra]  out  to  fight  him,  but  the 
latter  would  not  accept  the  invitation. — 
He  is  afraid  to  leave  Gihralter."
